What is love? To privilege the encounter in Althusser, actually no, it is a 
missed encounter as lasting encounter, in fact for the woman to say, you 
mean to much, | am absolutely in love with you. And many such evasions, 
many such deconstructive philosophy - that the gift cannot be returned, at 
the same level and same measure, and with that correctness. 


| Deconstruction and Structuralism, from Jakobsen to Saussure 


When the voice is alienated spirit, and technology is alienated voice, there 
is a whole world of commodities in Marx which then are alienated spirits, 
and also the problem of individual life, which then is about meetings, 
engagements and praxis. Instead | propose a alienated voice, or even a 
voice with phenomenon. That there is just in the structure of a 
phenomenological institution, and its placement and its university system, 
instead a small structuralism of the individual pieces as in a place, forced 
and then released. He is just a nomad. 


Il. Determinate Judgement in Hegel 


Imagine a Prophet and his life, unfolding as determinate judgement in 
Hegel - that | am here, at this point and exact and will meet you here at 
this conjuncture, in this practical schema with this event in mind. 


A critique of determinate judgement is to dis-locate the subject - that he 
should in fact not- be here at this point, and at this university and in this 
manner. He should just deconstruct the exact point and produce a number 
of slides away from it - imagine not being at the cafe, but being around, 
like in a nearby shop having some cold ice tea. This dis-location of the 
subject is then always talking on the phone, but dis-junctions the phone 
from a meeting. 


The dis-junction or dis-connect, and withdrawal and removal then creates 
a movement of deconstruction. 


That when I leave you, | am more in love.
